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DECLARATION OF FAITH 








and learned sermon on the Holy Spirit and 

His baptizing work. Certainly the subject was 
a familiar one, for I hear it and I preach it frequently. 
What makes it worthy of note is that the speaker is 
a non-Pentecostal minister who would probably dis- 
claim any similarity to us. 

Here was a brilliant and profound discourse on the 
very hallmark of Pentecostal belief, yet completely 
separate and apart from us. This was no isolated 
incident, for it is happening with some frequency 
these days. We have been called cranks, crackpots, 
fanatics, and even heretics; we have been scorned, 
ridiculed and ignored; yet our impact has been felt 
and our vitality has been sought. It is neither a boast 
nor an exaggeration to say that we have profoundly 
influenced our day—far more than the people of today 
realize. 

Now a strange possibility faces us. After having 
borne the abuse of unbelief because of our beliefs, 
we stand in danger of watching others take over those 
beliefs while they are diminished among us. After 
having impressed our day with the truth of Pente- 
costal faith, will we watch others accept and em- 
phasize them more and more while we de-emphasize 
them? It could happen. 

There are three points that distinguish the Pente- 
costal movement. These distinctives have been the 
divisive element between us and the world and be- 
tween us and the so-called “main-stream” of the 
church. These are the Pentecostal distinctives: 


1. The baptism of the Holy Ghost 
2. The gifts of the Spirit 
3. Holiness 


Now there is a revival of these three points in a 
great many non-Pentecostal churches. These points 
were not new with us; God raised us up to keep 
faith alive after the churches had set them aside. Yet 
in our day they are our distinctive qualities; for them 
we have been reviled and persecuted. It would be most 
tragic if we should let those who once disowned us be- 
cause of them now stress them more than we do. 
Faith in them has been revived and we must not allow 
ourselves to become complacent; if our emphasis 
should decrease while the emphasis of others increases, 


A FEW WEEKS AGO I listened to a stirring 


then we will lose our distinction. Others would then be 
Pentecostal in faith and we only in name. 


1. Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 


Our particular care here is that we should not 
neglect the deeper life of the Spirit. We rightly stress 
the physical and phenomenal aspect of the spiritual 
life, but we must not neglect the deep and abiding 
spiritual life. The blessedness of the Holy Ghost is 
found not only in the obvious and the sensory. We 
may accept the joy and ecstacy and yet ignore or 
fail to recognize the presence of the Spirit in quiet- 
ness and sobriety. Our particular danger is not that 
we will ever fail to preach receiving the Baptism and 
speaking in tongues, but that we will mot go on from 
there into the profound, unutterable richness and 
fullness of the Spirit. Our concern should be that we 
go far enough and deep enough. We must take care 
that we are so filled with the Spirit that we are spir- 
itual in our habits, our reactions, our thoughts, our 
conversation, our attitudes, and not only in our sensa- 
tions. Not only must our emotions be overwhelmed by 
the Spirit, but also our minds and our hearts. 

2. The Gifts of the Spirit. 

I refer in particular to the gifts of healing, and 
miracles. How much in the past we have been re- 
viled for believing that divine healing is God’s will for 
today and that even this is a day of miracles. Others 
may have had pretensions of prophecy, the word of 
knowledge, the word of wisdom and faith, but few 
have laid claim on healing, miracles, tongues, inter- 
pretations of tongues, and discerning of spirits (‘dis- 
cerning,” yes; but “of spirits,” no; for they denied 
that such things as spirits exist). Because we dared 
believe, we were rather whimsically called “gifts peo- 
ple.” Our belief in the gifts may have brought us 
ridicule, but it was one of our distinctives. 

Now the trend is toward complete faith in divine 
healing. Here is a book written entirely on the sub- 
ject of healing, in complete defense of it, without 
mentioning the Pentecostal movement at all. In re- 
cent years a dozen or more books have been written 
by non-Pentecostals on healing; others have appeared 
on demonic powers and the necessary miraculous pow- 
er to deal with them. It is no longer fanatic or

The Ohio State Offices of the 
Church of God now occupy a brand 
new building erected by them at 
1014 Frebis Avenue in Columbus, 
Ohio. Valuation is placed at $45,000.

Its 
value is $40,000.

The true meaning of 
the word opportunity is “a favor- 
able combination of circumstances 
for doing something; a_ suitable 
chance.” Thus, there are still man 
opportunities all around us. with 
opportunity comes challenge. In 
order to meet the challenge, we 
must be watchful. Matthew 25:13, 
“Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.” 
Here in Arkansas, “The Land of 
Opportunity,” we have found many 
open doors—opportunities—in be- 
half of the cause of God and His 
Church. 

The Church of God in Arkansas 
is ma. great strides in meeting 
the challenge spiritually, finan- 
cially, and materially, as shown in 
the following report which covers 
a period of 18 months, beginning 
September 1, 1956. 


SPIRITUAL RESULTS 


Our heavenly Father has blessed 
us with many fine revivals. Re- 
cently, in one of our churches 
(Elaine) the pastor, Brother Ruey 
Coots, conducted a revival. There 
were 28 saved; 6 sanctified; 6 filled 
with the Holy Ghost; 18 baptized 
in water; and 19 added to the 
Church. It is not unusual to re- 
ceive a report that several have 
been saved in a regular service. 

Over these past 18 months, our 
reports reveal that 1,511 have been 
saved; 600 sanctified; 368 filled 
with the Holy Ghost; 272 baptized 
in water; and 447 added to the 
Church. 
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FINANCIAL RESULTS 

In spite of last year’s crop fail- 
ure, God has blessed our state fi- 
nancially. The state has had an 
over-all increase in tithes. We have 
endeavored to set up a _ well- 
balanced missions progam (home 
and foreign), along with our other 
national and state programs. The 
over-all program shows a good fi- 
nancial increase. We feel that this 
will be the greatest year in the 
history of the state for home and 
foreign missions. Last year a total 
of $3,268.25 was pledged. This year 
$5,753.93 has been pledged. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


The majority of the churches in 
the state have made improvements 
on their church properties. Sev- 
eral churches have done major re- 
modeling, especially in Sunday 
School expansion facilities, and in 
the modernizing of their parson- 
ages. The state has improved the 
campground property. New seats 
have n purchased for the camp- 
ground tabernacle. The state par- 
sonages have also been improved. 


FOUR PARSONAGES ACQUIRED 
Searcy Builds New Parsonage

superstitious to believe in the morbid truth concern- 
ing these matters. 

Shall we let others now supplant us as believers in 
spiritual gifts? We stand the possibility of doing so 
unless we maintain our emphasis of them. 


3. Holiness. 


What a tragic situation could develop here. For 70 
years we have been “holiness people,” a term shunned 
by others but accepted by us. Thank God that we are 
holiness people. But are we? Bearing the name is not 
enough. Recently I was in an interdenominational 
meeting with a number of nominal church representa- 
tives and one other holiness member. The one who 
bore the name of holiness was the gilded worldling of 
the group—so ashamed of the name holiness that 
every effort had been made to appear otherwise. 

Holiness is a way of living; it has been from the 
beginning a distinguishing belief of the Church of 
God. Now there is holiness emphasis on every hand. 
We must not decrease our emphasis while others in- 
crease theirs. It could be done if we are not very 
careful. Perhaps it was a reproach at one time to 
be called “holiness people’—at least those who used 
the term intended it to be—but it is a far greater 
reproach when those we call nominal Christians are 
more like holiness people than we are. Holiness is a 
Pentecostal distinctive, and we must not lose it. More 
and more is being said by others about the sanctified, 
holy life; how can we afford to say less and less? 

God raised us up to keep faith alive on the earth. 
It is our distinction to do so; so we must hold fast 
those things that made us His “peculiar people, zeal- 
ous of good works.”
